Fordſbire Baſons. Finding this to be the Caſe, 
4 J uſed formerly in this Buſineſs right China 
EF Baſons; and then, if I dried it to any high 
Degree, and did not keep it ſtirring continu- 
1 ally, it would take away all the Luſtre and 
Poliſh of the China; even eat Holes thro' it, 
and burſt it in Pieces. This led me to make 
Trial of right London Stone Baſons ; and I find 
they anſwer very well.

I have rectified my volatile "EY and there- 
E by ſublimed a great Quantity of volatile Salt 
into the Head of the Alembick. When the 
Mouth was not large enough, it put me to 
conſiderable Inconvenience. There remains

brown oily Liquor, very bitter. This I recti- 
fied in B. M. upon which, more Spirit, but 
not very ſtrong, came over, and the Oil re- 
mained.

I don't remember. ever to have ſmelt any 
ching like my volatile Spirit; and I know not 
with what I can compare it: It retains a little 
Scent of the Oil, which gives it mating of 
the Odour of Spirit of Hartſhorn.

common Diureticks are of very little Uſe. 

It is impoſſible, in ſome Caſes, where the 
Prime vie, and the Bowels and Kidnies, are 
impaired to a great Degree, that any Medi- 
cine ſhould ſucceed; but ſtrong Vomits and 
Purges are certainly dangerous at ſuch a time, 
as the Bowels and Stomach cannot then bear 
their Force, and as they carry off as much good 
as bad. In ſuch Cafes my volatile Spirit of 


Tartar is more likely to afift, than any of the 


ſtronger 
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ſtronger Preparations. This Medicine there- 
fore is more effectual in ſuch Caſes; eſpecially 
conſidering how little we can expect from 
Tapping and Scarifying.

Any Diſtemper may return, after it is cured, 
from an inward, or outward, or accidental 
Cauſe, or through the Fault of the Patient ; 
ſo that proper Medicines ſhould be conti- 


nued for a fit time. 


A particular Friend of mine was fifteen or 
ſixteen Weeks ill of the Gout unknown to me:

His Sweats had a very fætid and 
offenſive Smell; but he found himſelf, to his 
great Surprize, exceedingly recovered the 
next Morning, ſo as to be able to walk about 
in his Apartments, tho a little lamiſh, becauſe 


his Feet were tender.

A young man of about 30, whoſe Father was 


afflicted with the Gout, had it all over him, 


but exceſſively in his Stomach, inſomuch that 


be thought it would kill him directly.

I diſcontinued the Drops, 
and gave him other proper Medicines, and 


he recovered very well. The gouty Pains re- 
turned with the Fever, in his Hands and Feet; 


but as the Fever abated, ſo did the Pains. 


I have had ſeveral Patients | with- the Gout 


in the Stomach, to a very great Degree; but 


I always cured them in a few Hours time; 
the Gout going into the Extremities, and the 
Patient generally diſcharging Wind very much 
both upwards and downwards ; but by con- 
tinuing the Drops three or four times a Day, 


it is quickly cured. 
A Woman of an advanced Age had the 


Gout and Dropſy, together with an Aſthma : 
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. 
I gave her my diſſolved Oil, but I found that 
the Dropſy increaſed ; for that reaſon I gave 
her my volatile Spirit four or five times in a 
Day, a little Tea-ſpoonful at a time, and ſhe 
recovered, 


A Man, by taking Cold, got the Rheuma- 
tiſm in his Face; afterwards it ſeized his 


Limbs, and deprived him of the Uſe of his 
right Leg and Thigh, which waſted, fo that 


he walked upon Crutches for a Year, or more. 


I gave him the diſſolved Oil, and now-and- 


then a Doſe of Phyſick, and in two or three 
- Months t time he walked again perfecty well. 


A Gentleman Joſt the Uk of his Legs for 


about four Years, thro' the Gout and Rheu- 
matiſm, and for about a Year he could not 
ſtir from his Chair: He had taken many 
things from others, but without any Benefit. 
I gave him my Oil diffolved, for fome time; 
but he did not intirely recover, becauſe he

In the Rheumatiſm and Aſthma I found 


* my Oil exceeding good, and ſometimes my 
Spirit too. I have made Pills with the Oil, 85 
and they have done great Service. 


I have ſublimed my volatile Salt in an 


Alembick, by which means it became admi- 
rably white, and prodigiouſſy ſtrong. I put 


my volatile Spirit over it, and cohobated it. 
This made it very penetrating, but not ſo 


ſtrong, as if I diſtilled it over my fixed Salt of 


C 
My fixed Salt of Tartar is of great Force 


in idlbtving the Gravel and Stone, and coagu- 
lated Viſcidities in the Kidnies and Bladder. 
In an old Manuſcript an ingenious Author 
makes mention of this. In the Tartar lies 
the only Medicine to diſſolve the Stone with : 
vaſety, 


A Gentleman near Lincoly's-Tun had a Stone 


in his Kidnies, which was judged to be | - 
large. He lay in great Miſery, with very little 


Hopes of Relief. I gave him my fixed Salt 
of Tartar, 25 Grains Morning and Night, 


with a proper Diet-drink : In three or four 


F 2 Days 
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Days time it bin to work upon the stone, 
and in the Morning a clouded Matter ap- 
peared in the Urine, which afterwards preciQ- 
pitated itſelf, reſembling the White of an 
Egg. The Bottom and the Sides of the Glaſs 
were ſurrounded with a pointed ſtony Cruſt of 
a whitiſh Colour; and in three or four Days 
all the Pain left the Patient, and he recovered 
intirely in a little time. TI have ſince been 
forry that I did not preſerve the Fæces. 


An old and very feeble Man had a Stone in 
his Bladder : He had uſed a great many Me- 
dicines for ſome Years. Having given him 
mine, I was obliged to deſiſt, becauſe the 
Stone, beginning to diſſolve, the Pieces cut 
him pretty much in the Urethra. 


I have cured ſeveral People of the Gravel 
with my fixed Salt, and a proper Diet-drink. 


I have taken Mercury, diſſolved it in Aqua- 
fortis, precipitated it with common Salt, edul- 
corated it well, and dried it. After that, I 
took my fixed Salt of Tartar, on which I had 
cohobated Spirit of Wine, and put it into a 
Retort, with more Spirit of Wine, upon a Sand- 
heat. As ſoon as it began to be warm, it grew 
as black as Ink. I cohobated the Spirit of 
Wine over it ſeveral times, and at laſt waſhed 
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the Salt of Tartar out again, and put the Mer- 
cury in a luted Retort in an open Fire: It 
bore the Heat till the Glaſs melted, and then 
the live or crude Mercury came over all at 
once, with a great Force, into the Receiver, 


which was filled with Water, and the Water 


_ itſelf was grown brackiſh, and a little black. 


I found half the Mercury remaining fixed in 


the Retort, of a-greyiſh Colour; I tried it in 
the ſtrongeſt Melting-Fire ; farther, I burnt 
it off thrice with Brimſtone ; but not the 
leaſt Quantity was waſted. 
Another time I took Mercury precipitated | 
and edulcorated, and my fixed Salt of Tartar 
cohobated with Spirit of Wine, put more Spirit 
of Wine to it, diſtill'd it ſeveral times, waſh'd 
the Salt out again, and put the Mercury in a 
ſtrong Melting-Fire in a Crucible : I found 
half the Mercury fixed, of a greyiſh Colour, 
Which could abide the ſtrongeſt Melting-Fire, 
but it would never unite with any Metal. 
This fixed Mercury has been taken, with 
great Sncceſs, for an old inveterate Pox, for 
the King's-Evil, and other Diſtempers. 
They that are fo weak, as to ſeek Riches 
in common Mercury, are much to be pitied. 
One thing I muſt not omit to mention, 
which might have come in more properly in 
another Part of this. Treatiſe : When I have 
ES TT OIL IRE applied 
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applied my volatile Spirit of Tartar outwardly 
to a Cancer, the Fleſh has immediately. be- 
come as white as any other Part of the Body, - 
and the Progreſs of it hath been ſtopt, at the 
Place where I touch'd it, tho not without o- 
caſioning a good deal of Pain, for about half a 
Minute: But in order to be {till further ſatisfied 
of its Efficacy in this Reſpect, I purpoſe to make 
further Obſervations, as Occaſion ſhall preſent. 
Amongſt all my Preparations of Tartar, 1 
never found any of them do the leaſt Harm, if 
they had not the wiſh'd-for Succeſs or Effect. 
As it is impoſſible for any Ore to find out 
all the Preparations, Qualities, and Uſes, of 
"Tartar, (as every expert Chymiſt muſt- ac- 
: knowledge ) if he could live to the united 
Ages of ten Perſons ; I ſhall therefore be ex- 
tremely obliged to all Lovers of Chymiſtry 
for any Diſcoveries, they may hereafter make 
on this Subject ; and in the Continuation of, 
this Treatiſe their Names ſhall be Fan 


if they ſhall permit me ſo to do. 
If it ſhould pleaſe Providence to prolon g 


my Life, I ſhall not neglect to make farther 

Experiments and Improvements of my vola- 

tile Spirit, Salt, Oil, and fixed Salt of Tartar, 
for ms Benefit of the Afflicted.
